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SOVIET CONCERNS ABOUT SPECIAL SESSION - 

IN USSR/US MEETING, THE SOVIETS WERE COMPLETELY RELAXED REGARDING 
THE SUBSTANTIVE ECONOMIC ISSUES WHICH BEDEVIL THE US AT THE 
SPECIAL SESSION. THE G-77 WORKING PAPER CAUSED THEM NO PROBLEMS, 

AND, INSOFAR AS IT REFLECTS "PROGRESSIVE" PRINCIPLES, THEY 
WELCOMED IT. THEIR CONCERN WAS EXCLUSIVELY ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION 
WHICH PRECEDES THE SUBSTANTIVE PORTIONS OF WORKING PAPER 1, AND 
THEY PLANNED AT THEIR FIRST MEETING WITH THE G-77 CONTACT GROUP 
SEPT. 8 TO SUGGEST CERTAIN AMENDMENTS TO THAT RESOLUTION. MINCOUN 
KITCHEN SAID US THOUGHT PREAMBULAR RESOLUTION SHOULD BE 
NEGOTIATED ONLY AT THE VERY END OF THE SESSION, BUT THE SOVIETS 
GAVE NO INDICATION THAT THEY INTENDED TO DESIST. (CONFIDENTIAL

SPECIAL SESSION COMMITTEE DYNAMICS - 

THE KEY FIGURE IN THE COMMITTEE STRUCTURE OF THE SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION IS DUTCH MINISTER PRONK, WHO CHAIRS NOT 
ONLY THE SOLE "SUBSTANTIVE COMMITTEE," THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
OF THE WHOLE, BUT ALSO MOST SIGNIFICANT CONTACT AND NEGOTIATIONS 
SUBGROUPS ESTABLISHED BY THAT COMMITTEE. USDEL HAS EXPLAINED 
FRANKLY TO PRONK IMPORTANCE USG ATTACHES TO THIS SESSION, 

AND USDEL’S CONVERSATIONS HAVE BEEN EFFECTIVE IN INSISTING ON 
PROCEEDING IN DELIBERATE, PRAGMATIC FASHION DURING THE FIRST 
WEEK, ON EFFORT TO IDENTIFY AREAS OF CONSONANCE, AND IN BUYING 
TIME AND CREATING ADDITIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR PROPAGATING THE

CYPRUS INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS - 

CYPRUS TALKS WERE POSTPONED UNTIL SEPT. 9 AFTER DENKTASH TOLD 
SYG THAT TURKISH SIDE WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO DISCUSS TERRITORIAL 
ISSUES UNTIL AFTER TURKISH SENATORIAL ELECTIONS OCT. 12. SYG 
FAILED OBTAIN CLERIDES' AGREEMENT TO DISCUSS OTHER SUBJECTS IN 
ORDER TO KEEP TALKS GOING AND CYPRUS ISSUE OUT OF GA, AND 
THEREFORE WAS DELAYING FORMAL OPENING OF TALKS IN ORDER TO TRY 
AGAIN TO OBTAIN CLERIDES' AGREEMENT, ACCORDING TO TURKISH CYPRIOT 
"FOREIGN MINISTER" CELIK. CLERIDES TOLD EAGLETON HE WOULD NOT 
AGREE TO KEEP CYPRUS ISSUE OUT OF GA IF TURKS DELAYED FURTHER 
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ON DISCUSSION OF TERRITORY, THOUGH CLEARLY HE DID NOT WANT TALKS
